} Metropolitan Fire District. 


At the recent banquet in observation 
f the seventh anniversary of Combin 
ation engine B of Medford, Chief James 
R. Hopkins of the Somerville Fire De- 
partment, delivered an address, which 
will be read with interest by members 
Metropolitau 
District, He took for his subject the 
consolidation of all the departments of 
the territory embraced within 10 miles 


|of Boston, and urged the benefit of such 


consolidation, 
said: 

“The cities and towns contained in the 
Metropolitan District, named in alpha- 

Arlington, Belmont, 

Jambridge, Chelsea, 
Hlingham, Hyde Par 
Lexington, Lynn, Maiden, Medford, M 
rose, Milton, Newton, Quine ¥e Revere, 
Somerville, Stoneham, Waltham, Water- 
town, Winchester, Winthrop and Wo- 
Ilere is a list of 18 cities and 18 
towns, whose fighting strength Against 
fire is as follows: Steam fire engines, 80; 
chemical engines, 48; hose wagons, IDL; 
ladder trucks, 3; hovses, 630; number 
of feet of ladders, 10,600; number of feet 
of hose, 288,900; manual force, 2622. 

“This is a larger force than was ever 
gathered at any one fire hereabouts, and 
it is all within a radius of 10 miles of 
Boston, Experience has long ago taught 
ua that none of these cities or towns can 
maintain a Fire Department strong 
enough to bring under control every fire 
that may occur within its borders. Even 
great neighbor, Boston, is not inde- 
pendent at all times trom needing as- 
sistance, 

“Iv this Metropolitan District there is 
lying idle a tremendous force, which, if 
utilized when it is sorely needed, would 
|} be a blessing far beyond our expecta- 
tions. As it now is, under the present 
independent system, it remains dormant 
while the destruction of property by fire 
is raging triumphant. The very purpose 
for which it was created, and for which 
it is maintained at a great cost, fails to 
be materialized by reason of the’ absence 
of united action. 

“A Fire Department is one of the few, 
if not the only department that is con- 
stantly a source of expense, yet whose

| consolidated service would amount to a 


small fraction of time annually. The 
manual force is continually on the pay- 
roll, and horses are fed from day to d uy, 
the 4pparatus and tools are kept in first- 
class order for immediate use, and when 


there is a fire the men in that place 
instantly enter into service. 
“There have been fires which have 


assumed alarmivg proportions when dis- 
covered, ina district where the buildings 
ire readily inflammable and the situa 
tion is perilous, This has been the case 
heretofore and it will be again. This 
great army of men and apparatus, if 
combined at such a time, would be 
worth millions if properly systematised 

“The value of buildings in the Metro 
politan District, according to the returns 
made to the Secretary of State for the 
year 1900, was $615,821,904. These figures 
nhs not include the value of the contents 
of the buildings. From the foregoing 
statements one may form some idea of 
the vast interests that depend upon the 
Fire Departments for protection. 

“This idea of a Metropolitan Fire De- 
partment is not chimerical, but rather, 
comparable with other grand public 
works which have been so beneficial to 
this community. We all remember the 
unwholesome water with which we were 
supplied until the imauguration of the 
Metropolitan System; we also have some

We 
had only to go about 200 yards to our 
cabin, but were very glad it was no 
more. On the 3rd it cleared and turned

| degrees below zero. From then until 
the lith it remained from 30 to 40 de- 


grees below. People who have wintered 

j}here the three years of the camp’s ex 

istence, say that it has been the severest 

and longest spell of cold that has been 
erienced here. 

We have been perfectly comfortable 
jin our cabin, for it is well protected by 
a wall of anow 3 to 4 feet thick which 
|} we put up around it; the inside is lined 
| with canvas with an air space between 
| the canvas and outside wall, and finally 
|some nice new wall paper, border and 
jall to finish off with. 

I have decorated with my two LC. C. 
flags and a U. S. flag with pictures on 
and arcund them as a back ground so 
that it looks quite well. Everybody who 
comes in says we have the prettiest and 
warmest cabin about here. L hoped to 
[lave sent a picture of the outside of it 
|this time but the films were spoiled in 
developing and L will have to take them 
all over again. 

On the 12th the thermometer went up 
to 30 below making a change of 45 de- 


grees within 24 bours, which was very 
welcome. Today it is 16 degrees above. 

We had quite a swell time Xmas; 
dinner consisting of salad, rosat turkey, 
stewed tomatoes, lemon pie, frosted, 
nuts, raisins, and candy.

COOKING FISH IN ENGLAND. 


The Method Used There Renders the 
Flesh Finky and Juicy. 

John Bull certainly knows how to 
cook fish, to prove which fact one has 
only to notice the juiciness and good 
flavor of the first bit of fish, served 
perhaps at a little out of the way inn, 
that one tastes in England. We Amer 
fcans have at command many fine va 
rieties of tish, but too often find it sent 
to table In a “woolly,”’ tasteless condi 
tion. 

An American cousin visiting in an 
English family made bold to ask what 
method of cooking “sea food” was 
prevalent in England and fougd that 
there the importance of the thorough 
cooking of fish as a safeguard against 
ptomaines Is as much regarded as with 
us. Our old country friends, however, 
assure us that there is not the slight 
est occasion to render fish dry and 
tasteless in order to insure thorough 
cooking if proper attention is given to 
basting. One cannot well imagine any- 
thing hotter than boiling fat, and lay 
ing plentifutly with this Is to make use 
of the surest ammunition possible for 
the routing of deadly bacteria. 

Instead of warning amateurs against 
underdone fish, let copious basting with 


sweet boiling fat be insisted on, and in| 


place of a woolly, flavorless result 
there will be the opposite—flakiness 
and juiciness. Overboiling will pro 
duce woolliness as surely as overfrying 
or baking. To insure tender, solid 
flakes in, for instance, boiled cod or 
halibut and to avoid dissipating the 
flavor make sure the water boils when 
the fish is put in; keep at a gentle 
boil; allow only ten minutes to the 
pound and tie carefully in cheesecloth 
that has been washed and boiled be- 
fore using. Cod well basted with hot 
olive oll or any good fat will be almost 
gaumy in flavor, as will cod steaks 
cooked in deep fat.—Washington Star.

A new ruling this year is to 
the effect that the mail contractor has 
the right to open letters which he thinks 
may contain newspaper clippings and 
throw them out, not bringing them 
through. This will keep many a poor 
fellow from receiving a long looked for 
letter this winter. Everybody is giving 
the Government and all who are con- 
nected with this mail business all the 
“Scotch blessings’’ they can think of.

As Barnabas 
and Saul lived this consecrated life, 
with fasting, giving more attention to 
the soul than the body, the Holy Spirit 
calls them to a special work which He 
has for them (Eph. fi, 10). There is 
real rest In allowing God to manage us 
and work out in us His pleasure. 

8. And when they had fasted and prayed 
and laid their hands on them they sent 
them away 

The overindulgence of the body in 
any way is not consistent with a holy 
life. That which is sufficient for health 
God will bless. But the health of the 
soul—communion with God, a delight 
n His will and readiness to do it, filled 
with His Spirit for His service—if this 
s earnestly desired it will be ours (Ps, 
exly, 19), and we shall be channels 
vhereby God reveals Himself. 

4. So they, being sent forth by 
jhost, departed unto Seleucia, 
thence they sailed to Cyprus.

MONEY IN LETTER BOXES. 


People Who Try to Pay Postage In 
That Way. 

“Here are two pennies just turned in 
to the superintendent of delivery by 
one of the carriers,” remarked an offi 
cial of the Washington city postoffice a 
few days ago. “The amount of cash 
gathered up by the collectors of mail 
is really surprising. Hardly a day 
passes without a certain percentage of | 
the coin of the realm finding its way 
to my desk through the medium of the 
street letter boxes. 

“It is hard to believe, but hundreds | 
of persons every day in the year drop | 
unstamped letters in the box with pen- 
nies to accompany them to cover the 
postage. They think the money will 
do just as well as stamps. But they | 
are mistaken, All such unstamped let- 
ters, If there is no identifying mark on 
the envelope, ultimately land in the 
dead letter office. 

“It often happens,” added the postal 
official, “that coins placed in envelopes 
for transmission work their way 
through the paper. In nine cases out 
of ten, even when the money so lost 
is no more than a dime, thie office is 
notified of the occurrence by the loser, 
who requests that he be reimbursed.”

DAIRY NOTES. 

Good butttr should be solid from the 
time It is put upon the table. 

Any excitement in the dairy 
tends to lessen the flow of milk. 

Failing to get all the buttermia out 
causes butter to become rancid soon, 

To obtain the best results in eburning 
the cream should be only slightly sour, 

In winter the cream should be warm- 
ed up to about 66 degrees before put 
ting in the churn. 

One advantage in brine salting 
that it almost entirely avoids streaked 
or mottled butter, 

The milk should always be skimmed 
while sweet and the cream then allow 
ed to turn slightly sour, 

Sometimes butter has white specks 
distributed through it. This 
by oversourness in the cream. 

In butter making next to controlling 
the temperature is to churn often while 
the cream is in good condition. 

With temperature und@ control and 
churning done at the right time the 
butter will become solid and be easily 
handled. 

On the farm to make the most out of 
the milk and butter some of the cows 
should bred to fresh in the 
spring and some in the fall.—St. Louis 
Republic.

Gautier mentions au Spanish cartoon 
ist, Francisco Gaya y Lucilentes, a mix- 
ture of Rembrandt, Watteau and Ra- 
belais, Who preceded the two great car- 
jcaturists of the latter half of the 
eighteenth century, George Cruikshank 
fu England and M. Charlet in France, | 
Charlet is known as the futher of mod- 
ern social caricature and holds as good 
title to lis position as does Philipau to 
that of the futher of comic journalism, 
with Le Charivari, the strongest paper 
of its kind. Then ecnme Punch in Eng 
land, which still retains its subtitle of 
the London Charivari, for years the 
faithful if not the most highly polished 
reflecter of British life. Upon its staff 
John Leech, Richard Doyle, John Fen 
niel, George du Maurier and a dozen 
men of lesser pame kept Great Britain 
in good humor for two generations. 

It has been reserved for America, 
however, to bring forth a new race of 
caricaturists, which for luck of a better 
title may be called the personal car 
toonists, men who seize upon the char 
acteristics of an individual and so ex 
aggerate them that the subjects of the 
cartoons are known by the most promi. 
nent features in thelr physical, mental 
or moral makeup. 

True there was one man in London a 
hundred years ago, Gillray by name, 
who had this faculty of dissecting his 
subject until he found weukest 
point and then unmercifully pricking it 
with his drawing pencil, but with him 
the race died out, to be reincarnated in 
America, Gillray was a close observer 
of people and events, He would sit in 
his publisher’s window and watch the 
fops of the court as they passed and 
fasten in his memory every feature by 
which a man would be recognized by 
his acquaintances. He remembered ev- 
ery story that related to the traits of 
character of those in the publie eye, 
and the St. James street of 1800 Is 
faithfully reproduced in his art. 

Perbaps we Americans look at the 
droll side of life more than other peo- 
ple, but certain it is we have more and 
better cartoonists than elsewhere. The 
very quickness with which we see the 
point of a joke demands equa! facility 
in portraying drollery in a cartoon, We 
sketch boldly and leave wuecb of the 
unnecessary detall to our slower cous 
ins. Then, too, our public events hap 
pen witb such startling rapidity that a 
cartoon of yesterday's doings would be 
flat today, and we must keep very 
much alive and be ready for a political 
change overnight. 

In other words, the alert American 
must have depicted in his cartoon the 
Very traits of character that have made 
him what he is, the quickest and 
brightest of men.—Thomas Nast in 
New York News.

THE GATFISH ZONE. 


And the Orfgin of the Philadelphia. 


Habit of Catfish and Waters. 

While pessimists have been denoune- 
ing the extension of the ple belt 
through the United States and the en- 
largement of the saleratus bisevit die- 
trict, they have been entirely oblivious 
of the extraordinary development of 
the catfish zone. This mischievous 
dweller of the pool is known to the 
small boy and the rustic angler under 
many names—in one place as a sucker, 
in another a bullhead, in a third a wolf 
fish and, most outrageous of all, in 
northern Mississippi as a shad. But its 
own only genuine title is catfish. The 
hame is derived from the fact that 
when the creature is raised from the 
water it emits a grunting protest which 
poetical fishermen have pronounced 
like the purring of a family cat. 

Philadelphia produced the catfish 
habit. For two centuries the animal 
was looked at as something which 
might be eaten to prevent starvation 
until one fine day a thrifty Quaker 
found that the catfish would eat botled 
cornmeal and that this simple food not 
only fattened the enter, but changed 
the color of its be'ly from white to 
yellow. He perceived the pecuniary 
value of the discovery and established 
a catfish farm in which he fattened the 
fishes which he caught elsewhere and 
in due season sold them to the Phila- 
delphia markets. 

A Quakeress soon after that discov- 
ered that the old fashioned waffle, 
slightly salted and covered with melt- 
ed butter, made an irresistible accessu- 
ry to the fish when well fried. This 
started the catfish and waffles, for 
which the City of Brotherly Love has 
ever since been famous. The habit 
spread like an epidemic, and, like the 
star of empire, its way was westward. 
So far as is known the United States 
government has no record of catfish 
and wafiles east of the Delaware river, 
but starting at Philadelphia a distinct 
catfish zone runs westward, terminat- 
ing at Denver, reaching as far north 
as Minneapolis and St. Paul and as far 
south as Mobile and New Orleans. The 
catfish is sald to possess medicinal vir- 
tue. It is mildly anwsthetic, soporific 
and antispasmodic.—New York Post. 

The Women of Damascus, 

The women of Damascus—that is, the 
Moslem women—are more closely veil- 
ed than those of Constantinople and 
other eastern cities because the people 
here are more tenacious in the obsery- 
ance of the ancient customs of their 
race and the requirements of their re- 
ligion. The vells are thicker, also, and 
cover the entire face. Some of them 
are figured so that the concealment is 
even more complete. 

Greeks, Jews and Armenians do not 
wear vells, and some of them are very 
handsome, particularly the Jewish wo- 
men. Their eyes, complexion and hair 
are superb, The types of oriental love- 
liness remind you of Solomon's Song. 

No women are employed about the 
hotels or restaurants. All the “domes- 
tic’ work is done by men. In the shops 
and manufactories of Damascus thou- 
sands of women and girls are employ- 
ed, but they are exclusively Greeks and 
Jews. No Moslem would permit his 
wife, daughter or sister to appear in a 
shop or any other place where men are 
employed.—Chicago Record-Herald.

The following paragraphs are from the | 
Memorial Day address delivered at Bur- 
lington, Vt., by Frederick OC, Chamber- 
lin of this cfty. 

They would seem to account for much 
of the ignorant bitterness of the anti- 
imperialists, if uot for their very raison 
d’etra for the milk in the cocoanut, 

“When [I began to search for material 
for this address L was puzzled to explain 
how it was that these anti imperialists 
could not see, what wis evident to our} 
soldiers, namely, that by encouraging 
the enemy they were striking our men 
a ‘blow from behind.’ Within the last 
ten days I have discovered a satisfactory 
reason. ‘The idea struck me of a sudden 
that it was only those who had never 
been American soldiers who stab an! 
American soldier in the back and ap 
parently not realize what they were 
doing. It was their ignorance of a} 
soldier's life. LI noticed that the New 
England Anti-[mperialist League had a 
President, a Treasurer, Secretary and 
Executive Committee, seven active offi- 
cers. Among thes there was not a 
single old soldier, and I believe that 
every one of the seven was an able- 
bodied man in the time of the Rebellion. 
Then, they had 382 Vice Presidents; of 
the 32 there were just two old soldiers, 


but neither of them had carried a 
musket, being commissioned officers. 
Surely 1 bad found my explanation at 
last. 


“But [ went further. I hunted up the 
accounts of the nine public meetings 
held by the anti-imperialists—eight in 
Boston and one in Cambridge. I found 
in them the mention of 203 names of 
men who had sat ou the platform, pre- 
sided, made speeches, written letters, 
olfered resolutions, were ollicers of the 
organization or were noticed in the 
audience. After examining their history 
as carefully as possible. L find just 
three out of the whole 203 who served 
in the Rebellion, and two of these three 


were the two Vice Presidents before 
mentioned, and all of the three were 
commissioned officers. IL cannot find a 


man among them who carried a musket, 
and he is the man who knows what war 
is. [t seems, doesn’t it, as if the stay- 
at-homes when danger came were the 
men out of whom to make anti-im- 
perialists? They might fairly be called 
the first in peace and the last in war! 
They not only will not fight with us,

CHINESE TYPESETTING, 


Phe Celestial Composttor Has to 
Master 11,000 Characters. 
Typesetting for a Chinese paper fa a 
vastly different matter from typeset- 
ting for a Journal in another language, 


for there are 11,000 characters In use. | 


When one recalls 


Chinese sinologues that the sayings of | 


Confucius require 7,000 characters, this 
seems to be a moderate estimate. The 
Chipese language is derived from 2i4 
toot words, which expand into the 4,000 
or 5,000 words of dally use and the 
thirty odd thousand of the dictionary. 
It requires 11,000 spaces to hold a 
font of Chinese type. The large cases, 
or false partitions, are ranged about 
the room and divided into spaces for 
each individual type, each a word com 
plete In itself. A Chinese printer, it Is 
estimated, can arrange 4,000 charac- 
ters a day. The work has been careful- 
ly systematized, and the characters are 
arranged according to their formation. 
A simple character designates its group, 
and the elaboration of form is the elab- 
oration of its meaning, as our termi- 
natives and prefixes elaborate the root. 
A division is devoted to the simple 
character that stands for “wood” and 
all of its amplifications. In this space 
or column are to be found “box,” “bed,” 
“plum tree” and so on through a long 
lst of objects pertaining to or made of 
wood. Should an unusual word be 
needed, type is cut and delicately patch- 
ed to make the required character. 
Comparing our combinations of twenty- 


six letters and ten figures, besides com- } 


mon symbols, an idea of the labor of 
a Chinese compositor can be formed.— 
Out West.

A phalanx in the military affairs of 
Greece was a square battalion or body

of 4,000 men, but this number was aft 
erward doubled by Philip of Macedon, 
and the double phalanx Is hence often 
called the Macedonian phalanx.

“It was a square of pikemen, con- | 
sisting of 16 in flank and 500 In front. | 
The soldiers stood so together 
that the pikes of the fifth rank extend 
ed three feet beyond the front. The 
rest, whose pikes were not serviceable 
owing to their distance from the front, | 
couched them upon the shoulders of | 
those who stood before them and, so | 
locking them together in file, pressed | 
forward to support and push on the 
former rank, by which means the as 
sault was-gendered more violent and | 
irresistible.”

}enemy. Bach man’s pike was twenty 
three feet long. The word phalanx is | 
also used for any combination of peo 
ple distinguished for solidity and firm 
ness. A grand phalanx consisted of 
16,384 men.
